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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S-C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Geshwind 
(US Patent Application PubUcation 2002/0052860 Al). 

Regarding claim 1, Geshwind discloses a method for processing and displaying test 
results of one or more tests taken by a plurality of test takers, the method comprising the steps of: . 
obtaining a test having a plurality of items and obtaining the item responses of test takers; 
determining appropriate skill categories necessary for a correct response for each of the items, in 
order to report each test takers' skill-specific performance on the test (see Fig. 5); assessing the 
extent to which each item on the test assesses one or more of the skills determined (see Fig. 12);^ 
and calculating a score for each student's performance in each skill category (see Fig. 5). 

Regarding claim 2, Geshwind discloses a method, further comprising the step of 
calculating the scores of a group of test takers for each question having a specific skill category 
(1156). 

Regarding claim 3, Geshwind discloses a method, further comprising the step of 
generating evaluation and formative statements for individual test-takers and groups (^ 58). 
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Regarding claim 4, Geshwind discloses a method, further comprising the step of 
organizing instructional material based on the content of the test (H 71). 

Regarding claim 5, Geshwind discloses a method, further comprising the step of 
displaying test results and instructional material to individuals 58).
